Editorial 


Election Day 


As election day draws near, every voter should make a 


study of the personal character, ability and honesty of every 
aspirant to office within the gift of the great American public. 
Those who have served us well in the past are entitled to a mani- 
festation of our appreciation and the continuance of our confi- 
dence by re-electing them to such offices, the duties of which 
they have proven themselves capable of fulfilling to the best 
interests of those who voteu them into power. 


In the days that have ^passed, political stump speakers 


placed no restraint upon their tongues in the matter of villifyiug 
and slandering the opponents of their favorite candidates. The 
privacy of an opponent's family'life was not held sacred by the 
professional stump speaker. Max Adler tells the humorous 
story of an old-time election campaign, where the candidate's 
wife was accused of poisoning the neighbor's cat, his boys of 
stealing the gate from the fence in front of the Methodist 
church, his girls of putting fly-paper in Deacon "Wilkin's pew, 
and h'e himself with pushing his mother-in-law into the dumb- 
waiter, pulling her up to the top story and letting her drop three 
floors to the kitchen. 


Our campaign inethods have improved since then. We no 


longer indulge in such bare-faced slander; the opposing candi- 
date is flayed by the more refined methods of implied fault. 


In the case of Governor Stephens, his only detractors are 


the corporations, private interests and seekers of special priv- 
ileges who have combined to "get" him if they can. Their 
only reason for this is the fact that he has faithfully defended 
the public interest and refused to load them with taxation, a 
part of which should be borne by the corporations and other 
selfish interests as their just share of the public burden.

Truth Concerning 


Highway Expenditures 
A pamphlet on state highway expen- 


ditures sent out from the Southern Cal- 
ifornia headquarters of Friend W. Rich- 
ardson is branded by the California 
Highway Commission as a distortion of 
the fact and a misstatement of figures 
amounting to deliberate falsification. 


Attention is directed to the statement 


with which 'the pamphlet begins that 
the California Highway Commission has 
spent a total of one hundred three mil- 
lion dollars on state highways. 


"The total expenditures on the state 


highway system to date, including con- 
struction and maintenance costs," the 
highway commission says, "is $71,090,- 
000. 
Richardson has just made an 'er- 


ror' of $32,000,000 in round numbers. 
Compared to other statements of his 
pamphlet, however, this falsehood is 
conservative.'' 


The statement of the Richardson pam 


phlet that the state highway commission 
has asked for sixty-five million dollars 
for the '' repair of highways, not includ- 
ed in maintenance," is branded as un 
true. 


The highway commission was request- 


ed by the California Supervisors' Asso 
ciation 
to furnish estimates of the 


amount which would be required for 
certain specific work to be distributee 
over a period of five years, in order thai 
the supervisors might intelligently con 
sider the problem at their convention 
held last month in Eureka. 


Contrary to the statement contained 


in the Richardson pamphlet, the esti 
mates furnished the supervisors by th< 
commission did not include maintenance 
although they were largely for new 
work and were tentative only. The sun 
of thirteen million dollars was estimat- 
ed for five years' maintenance and for 
the same period only five million dol- 
lars for repairs instead of sixty million 
dollars as stated by Richardson, .another 
"error" of sixty million dollars. 


The principal item, however, was the 


cost of widening our present highways 
from fifteen to twenty feet in order to 
take care of a traffic which has increas- 
ed twenty-fold in the last ten yean. 
This item was estimated at thirty-three 
million dollars and is also distributed 
over a five-year period. 


Estimates were also furnished of the 


cost of eliminating railroad grade cross- 
ings, and the improvement of county 
roads taken over by the state, for which 
no bond funds have been provided.

Tieir resolution was introduced in April llti. It proposed that Congress 


"Fully investigate all contracts and expenditures made by the War Department 
and'the Alien Property Custodian during and.since the late war with Germany, 
and the settlement of any such contracts by any officer or agent or department 
of the Government arising out'of such contracts, or the settlement thereof, anil 
to investigate the civil and criminal prosecution or lack of prosecution, of any 
or all of the claims of the government arising out of such contracts or the set- 
tlement thereof, by the Attorney General, the Alien Property Custodian, the 


' Secretary of War or the Secretary of the- Navy,'' and the resolution gave Con- 


gress full power to act by summoning all witnesses, secure all papers and- con- 
tracts and to administer oaths and take" full testimony. 


This resolution was" referred to the Committee on Rules, of which Congress- 


man Phil Campbell of Kansas is chairman.* The committee on May 3 gave ap 
proval to the resolution and ordered that it be reported to the House for passage 


Then the "Old Guard" got busy, and the grafters' lobby became active. 
Campbell put the resolution in his pocket and kept it there. He refused to 


present it to the House. 


Every day Johnson and Woodruff demanded action on the resolution. Every 


parliamentary trick known to Congress was employed by the reactionary leaders 
to prevent a vote. The House oven went to the extreme lengths of adjournm'en' 
to-escape going on record.

This means^ a 
payment of $500 on the principal each 
rear, and a payment on interest the 
Irst year of $600, the bonds bearing 6 
>er cent., or a total of $1100 to be paid

ng $25 each year. 


This applies only to the proposed 


jond issue for the pool, and does not 
include the 1920 $25,000 bond issue, 
which bears interest at the rate of 6 
per cent, and which is being paid off 
at the rate of $1000 a year. Of course 
we have to pay off that indebtedness 
whether we vote the swimming pool 
3onds or not, and, as the swimming 
300! takes up a very small portion of 
;he 10-acre park, only a small portion 
of that indebtedness could properly be 
charged against the swimming pool. 


If the swimming pool can be depended 


upon to "earn a net operating profit of 
$1100 a year it would be no burden on 
the city or taxpayers, and would cer- 
tainly be an advantage to the city. If, 
on the other hand, the funds for -the 
payment of the principal and interest 
on these bonds have to be raised by 
taxation it would mean an additional 
tax of between 7 and 8 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation.

Her face is seamed with lines of sorrow and her hair i 
turning white. Her only companion is a sturdy son who has steady employmen 
and keeps his mother in what comfort is possible. A sweet young woman, the 
only daughter of this, lonely woman,-was killed in a terrible automobile accident 
a year ago, while on an eastern .visit. The husband and father was sent to the 
Leavenworth penitentiary to serve" a long term, some years ago. I knew these 
people long ago in a central western state. My father was the pastor of the 
parents of this man,,and woman. Their families were honored, respected and 
loved by everybody in the community. The young man who .went to the peniten- 
tiary in later years secured a position in the local bank. He rose rapidly until 
he became cashier. Then along came a lawyer and financier by the name of 
Thos. H. Matters. He bought the controlling interest in the bank and became 
its president. 
This man was a plunger and gambler in stocks. He loaned the 


funds of the bank to his own enterprises. Under his orders his cashier became 
a party to the crime against the banking laws. Both were tried and convicted. 
/The young cashier, having no-friends of influence, went to the penitentiary to 
serve his term. Not so with Matters. He had powerful .connections financially 
and politically. He1 allowed his cashier to gol to the. pep, but he went to the 
higher courts. His guilt was confirmed by all the courts, but still he was a free 
man. No jails opened for him. Ho appealed finally to President Woodrow 
Wilson for a pardon and it was denied. Then the new administration came with 
Attorney General Daugherty at the helm. Again Matters went to Washington 
and appealed to Daugherty for clemency, not for his cashier but for himself. 
Daugherty told him he could not recommend a pardon until he had served at 
least a portion of his sentence. It wouldn't look well! So Matters rushed back 
to his home town and announced in the newspapers he would serve his sentence. 
He boarded a train for Leavenworth, not permitting,a bailiff or court officer to 
accompany him to the penitentiary. 
At Leavenworth he began his long sen- 


tence. It lasted exactly 44 days when a full pardon came' from Daugherty. 


The poor young bank clerk went on with his punishment, the lonely woman 


in the shadow of your mansion, Mr. Lineberger, cries herself to sleep, and the 
world of politics continues to grind out injustice. 


This is not all of Daugherty. A decade ago, Charles W. Morse wrecked a 


bank in New York city. It carried the deposits and life savings of thousands of 
poor people. When the bank failed—hundreds lost all. It has been said that 
one hundred and fifteen suicides and deaths by shock and illness of aged people 
was a direct result of the wrecking of this bank by Morse. Ho was sentenced 
to a long term in the Atlanta penitentiary. Soon the papers began to -carry 
stories of Morse's serious illness in the penitentiary. 
A black-leg lawyer in 


Georgia by the name of Thomas B. Feldcr was secretly engaged by Morse to 
secure his release. This was Felder's particular line of business. He wan adept 
at it. In the Morse case he exercised his usual discretion and adroitness. He 
looked up Harry M. Daughorty of Ohio, and contracted with him for a fee of 
$25,000 to secure. Morse's release. Morsa became rapidly worse. The papers 
said fx-e could live only a few.days. President Taft, who hailed from Ohio, be 
li-eved the stories, and pardoned him. The next day Morse sailed for Europe, 
returned in three months and begun life over again as well as ever. He.was 
one of the war's numerous grafters and is now under indictment by the grand 
jury in New York. Whether the Bame Harry M. Daugherty of Ohio^ who secured 
Morse's release from Atlanta penitentiary, and who is now Attorney General 
of the United States, will over find time to prosecute him is problematical. 


These facts and many more were known to you, Mr. Lineberger, when you

There are 9641 producing oil wells in 


California, 145 new rigs going up, 653 
drilling, 68 completed last month and 7 
abandoned, a total of 10,369. I am in- 
formed that the average cost of these 
wells will be close to $100,000. If that 
be true we have invested in oil wells 
in our state just what Johnny's dad 
said a billion dollars was. We can 
shade the figure quite materially and 
still he would be right. Who put up 
this staggering sum of money? Well, 
the Standard Oil Bulletin for August, 
where I got most of my data, did not 
«ay, but it is a safe bet that a lot of 
it never came from the big companies. 


As the preacher would say, "If you 


don't get anything else from this arti- 
cle, get this": 95 per cent of the money 
invested in oil stocks is lost, and this 
holds true of the unit system, a scheme 
to defeat the corporation laws and give 
the wily promoter a chance to work un- 
hampered.

to place me on the sucker list with the 
Texas promoters, and about once a week 
I get a letter that ought to convince a 
wooden Indian, but up to date I have 
fought myself free.

people who have not, and if you could 
see the list you would be surprised.

$1100.00 greater than the receipts of all last year, and last year it showed a 
profit, of over $1500.00, or enough to pay for the pool within fifteen years—and 
a much costlier pool than we" are planning. 


Whittier, with a small pool, in the hands of a club, has no exact figures to 


report, except that the net profit of each year is great enough to pay for the 
pool in a short term of years. 


5. To vote these bonds means to get the pool, with the loaned money of 


the bond-buyer, have the various benefits of the plunge from now on, and lead 
the procession of progress in the San Gabriel valley, with no cost to us as tax-
